In response to the Final Office Action of June 28, 2005, please amend this application as 
follows: 
In the claims: 

Please amend the claims as per the attached claim sheet. 

Claims 1-17 are pending. Claims 9-17 are allowed. Claims 1-8 were rejected under 
Section 112 as indefinite, but would be allowable if it rewritten. Claims 3, 4, 10-12 and 14 had 
previously been withdrawn, but in the above referenced action the withdrawn claims were 
allowed. Such claims have thus been denominated "original" herein. 


Claim 1 has been amended to overcome the indefiniteness rejection based on an asserted 
double inclusion issue. Applicant submits that claim 1 as amended no longer raises the 
Examiner's double inclusion issue. However, applicant would point out that the standard pump 
involved in drawing out, or pumping out, at least 2000 gpm from a water reservoir needed not be 
the only means, or the only pump, involved in drawing out said water. 

Applicants have made a diligent effort to place the claims in condition for allowance.
